Former English Army Officer Discov¬ 
ered Dead in father Strange 
; Circumstances 

London, England.-rAn ex-army of¬ 
ficer's unsuccessful struggle to cure 
himaelf of the drug hab.t was des¬ 
cribed at an inquest at Guston, Dover, 
on Claude W. Lawrence ' Marshall, 
aged 41, of Independent means, whose 
body was found in a railway. A 
broken hypodermic syringe.and two 
empty drug bottles were found near 
the body. i Dr. Marshall was former¬ 
ly an officer in the South Staffordshire 
regiment. • -.' *. » 

Mrs. Marshall stated that her hus¬ 
band hhd been ' ad'dlcfed’ to the drug 
habit for several.jfears, taking ipor- 
phla and cocaine. Be broke off the 
habit last year for fe.tinte,' but. oould 
not do without the drugs, and resumed 
•them. She had ■ known hftn to go 
into this railway tunnol for the pur¬ 
pose of Injecting morphia Into his leg! 
He went into the tunnel because n 
was dafk there, and he objected to 
making4hq.injections.in the light. He 
told her onqethat after he had inject¬ 
ed morphia into his leg in tbe tunnel 
he became unconscious on the bridge 
just above Sbie thought that on 
this occasion he might have become 
unconscious in the tunnel. She once 
found him unconscious In a pit as a 
result of the drug. Mrs. Marshall 
added that her husband was very 
bright and showed no sighs of sui¬ 
cide. 

Evidence as to the finding of the 
body pointed to the fact that Mr. I 
Marshall had his back against the 
wall of the railway tunnel and was 
leaning down injecting morphia Into 
his leg when the train struck him; or 
else that he had made the Injection 
and lost consciousness in that position 
at the time of the fatality. 

It vai said that members of flover 
police force "had frequently seen Mr. 
Marshall In the vicinity of the spot 
inlectlng morphia. It was mentioned 
that he had Injected ad much as sixty 
grains of morphl-. at a time. 

The Jury returned a verdict of death' 
by misadventure.

Ludwig Stein, the editor, 1 urn able 
U> give the following extracts: 

The memoirs deal principally with 
religious and moral tiuestiOLs. Abdul 
Hamid Was in the haoM. every day dur¬ 
ing his long reign of dictating for 
some thirty minutes his private 
thoughts to AH Bahbi Bey, and the 
present publication is taken from this 
work. The memoirs have been trans¬ 
lated from the, original Into German 
by,Herr Heinz Bothmer, the Turkish 
consul in Berlin. Speaking of the 
status of women, the ex-Sultan says; 

Every man who has sense will de¬ 
plore with me that women are given 
too. much freedom, that they rule the 
salons, and are seen to walk about the 
streets, while men are slowly drifting 
to be thxlr servants'. I understand 
this is the case in America. Why do 
Europeans criticise our women? Are 
Turkish women not prettier and more 
moral than others. 

In our country the woman belongs 
to the h. usehold, and belongs to one 
man alone. In Europe she has much 
too much freedom to remain a woman 
at all. If only half I have read in 
books and newsjigpers about woman¬ 
hood in the west is' true—well I pity 
the westernpnen! 

The former sultan appears to have 
been favorable to some reforms being 
introduced ' Turkey, but these re¬ 
forms, he says, must not be rushed on 
us. We want to go ahead, but haste 
is devilish, while leisure and after¬ 
thought are divine. He does not ap¬ 
prove of young Turks going abroad 
for any length of time, he fears no¬ 
thing as much as the poison of Euro¬ 
pean civilization. Beware of ideas 
that come from thfe west! They are 
most dangerous for our ’country. 
When I see how happy our Moslems 
are, I feel I must oppose with all my 
power the coming of the European 
new spirit. Thfs spirit poisons our 
souls and outr character. Islam is 
not unfavorable to progress, but any 
progress must come from within, not 
from without. 

Dealing with the present conditions 
of Islam, Abdul Hamid states: Th> 
koran preaches virtue more effectively 
than any other religious work. There¬ 
fore Islam will in time be victor¬ 
ious In the whole world. Our trouble 
comes from the fact that our erapico 
does not constitute a religious uoi'.ytJ 
We have too many Cit>.l,r,ns in our' 
land. Only evil can bo expected 
from the fact that more than one rc-j 
(igion reigns In one count y. Look 
what happens In Germany! 

The salvation of Turkey enn onlyli 
be In deep religious belief. There]

Salonikl.—King George of Greece 
was assassinated while walking .in 
the streets of Salonikl. The assas¬ 
sin was a Greek of low mentality, who 
gave his name as Aleko Schinas 
He shot th’e king througu th<T'heari. 
The kiug was accompanied only by 
an aide, Lieut.-Col. Francoudis. .The 
assassin came suddenly at him and 
fired one shot from a seven chamber 
revolver. The tragedy caused in¬ 
tense excitement. Schinas was seiz¬ 
ed immediately and overpowered. The 
wounded kiug was lifted into a car¬ 
riage and taken to Papafion Hospi¬ 
tal. He was still breathing, but 
died within half an hour. 

Prince Nioholas,' the king’s - third 
eon, and other officers hurried to the 
hospital.

Nicholas summoned the officers auu
